Steam Pump Worn Out 
Discussing the pumping station 
equipment, the report rets forth 
that the electrically-driven pumps 
are satisfactory for the present, but 
the steam equipment is worn out 
and should be replaced with mod­ 
ern electric equipment such as is 
now being used. 
Referring to the steam pumping 
equipment, the report states: 
“The company claims they are 
using this equipment as a standby 
unit. We have our doubts, lf a fire 
was placed under the boilers and 
steam 
turned 
on

whether or not It would operate due 
to leaks, rust and settling of mov­ 
ing parts." 
In discussing the water mains in 
the borough, the report set* forth 
that as they now exist “it is reason­ 
able to assume that at the time the 
pipe lines were laid down, no 
thought was given to their capacity 
for fire protection or adequacy. 
Pressure in Mains 
“The size and length of a w*ater 
main directly affects the quantity 
of w’ater that will flow through it 
and the pressure required to pro­ 
duce the flow. Reasonably good fire 
service requires that not less than 
two fire streams be available when . 
needed. 
Under moderate pressure, 
approximately 350 gallons per min­ 
ute will flow through a one-inch 
nozzle Two streams will, therefore, 
require a flow from one hydrant of 
450 to 500 gallons per minute. 
“The smaller the pipe the greater 
Is the lose In pressure by friction. 
Only under the most favorable con­ 
ditions. such as short length and 
very high pressure, can a four-inch 
pipe carry 500 gallons per minute, 
since at that rate the loss in fric­ 
tion is six pounds per IOO feet of 
pipe, It therefore stands to reason 
that when fire hydrants are located 
on four-inch mains or smaller a de­ 
ficiency in the amount of water re­ 
quired for Ara protection may be 
expected. 
New Main in Future 
“Inasmuch as many of the mains 
in the distribution system are of a 
size that will not afford good fire 
service, it is quite apparent that if 
the system is extended in the future 
some of the mains will necessarily 
have to be replaced 
with larger 
ones. 
Insofar as domestic con­ 
sumption is concerned, the present 
size of the mains in the distribution 
system is sufficient. 
However, it 
would be advisable to make certain 
extensions and connect up the 
various dead ends so as to improve 
the flow and increase the pressure. 
The fire hydrants 
while obsolete 
and in some cases inadequate are 
spaced too far apart and it would 
be advantageous 
if additional hy­ 
drants be placed.” 
The report states that for the 
present it would 
seem 
advisable 
that the present reservoir on Balti­ 
more street be used until a steel 
reservoir is built at an elevation 
approximately 20 feet higher than 
the present basin. 
In making the survey, the engi­ 
neering firm made a study of the 
Marsh creek watershed from which 
Gettysburg’s water comes. The av­ 
erage rainfall for 1930 on the 58.8 
square miles comprising the water­ 
shed was about 65 million gallons 
per day. According to the report. It 
was estimated by the engineers that 
about 22 million gallons per day was 
last by evaporation and seepage, 
leaving an average daily flow from 
the watershed of 43 million gallons. 
Not Always Available 
The report point! out, however, 
that the 43 million gallons of water 
per day are not 
available daily. 
“The runoff or discharge is largely 
influenced by the prevailing weather 
conditions. During periods of long

Another theory 
offered was that Potter knew too 
much about some other money­ 
making racket and was killed by 
gangsters who were afraid of him. 
Potter himself had faced trial 
three times in the playground case 
but each time was acquitted.

Pinchot’s Field Marshal Once 
Chaplain In Army In 
Egypt. 


Harrisburg, Feb. IO (AP)—-Any 
knowledgs of generalship picked up 
by D. Glenn Moore while he was 
chaplain of British troops in Cairo, 
Egypt, will serve him well In the 
coming weeks. 
For Moore is the field general of 
the administration in the house of 
representatives, a job which re­ 
quires coolness, and courage under 
fire, resourcefulness in matters of 
strategy and that rare quality of 
leadership necessary to sway a large 
group of men and women. 
Representative Moore’s career has 
been divided between the ministry 
and the newspaper profession.

Born in the county in which he 
now lives, Moore was educated in 
Washington and Jefferson college 
and in Allegheny Theological sem­ 
inary. 
From the latter school he 
was graduated in 1901. From there 
he went to the American Mission 
Boys School in Cairo, Egypt, where 
he tought until he was made a 
chaplain in the British forces In 
Egypt in 1904. He served In that 
capacity until 1905 when he return­ 
ed to Washington, Pa., where he 
became editor of the Washington 
Observer.

Moscow. Feb. IO (AP) .—Employ­ 
ment of hundreds of thousands of 
women in industries to overcome 
the present serious shortage of la­ 
ter is being considered by the gov­ 
ernment of the Soviet union. 
With 
thousands 
of 
jobs 
for 
which there are no takers, the coun­ 
try today has the greatest shortage 
of labor in its history. With mil­ 
lions of women inactive it is be­ 
lieved the problem could be solved 
by pressing them into service. The 
children would be cared for by the 
state while their mothers are work­ 
ing. 
“The problem of attracting hun­ 
dreds of thousands of women to in­ 
dustrial labor is acute.” said an 
official announcement. "In order to 
solve this problem as painlessly as 
possible the government, together 
with trade unions and other social 
organizations, 
has 
elaborated 
a 
number of measures directed toward 
freeing women from domestic work 
and securing children with the nec­ 
essary care while the mothers are 
at work.” 


HEALTH TALK 


"The other day two young women 
complained to the medical director 
of a large corporation that the room 
in which they worked with fifty 
other clerks improperly ventilated. 
Investigation 
indicated 
that 
the 
company had furnished ventilators 
but that their use was left to the 
whims of the occupants. The sig­ 
nificant fact in this situation was 
that by far the greater majority of 
these indoor workers were not only 
willing for. but actually Insisted 
upon, a minimum of outside air 
and a temperature far in excess of 
safety," said Doctor Theodore B. 
Appel, secretary of health, today. 
"Indeed, it is almost safe to say 
that the attitude of the average 
person regarding heat and ventila­ 
tion is likely to be based upon his 
own idea of physical comfort rath­ 
er than upon the more logical foun­ 
dation of health requirements. 
"While modern office buildings 
frequently, regulate heat and fresh 
air automatically, the home on the 
other hand is still one s castle with 
which one can do much as he pleas­ 
es. And unfortunately he pleases 
to do entlrly too much with heat 
and too little with ventilation. 
"For many, outdoor air loses caste 
just as soon as it becomes chilly or 
cold. And often the persons who 
are most prompt in turning their 
backs upon it are those who glory 
in their wholesale use of nature’s 
charms during the warm months. 
“Summer or winter, however, the 
test air that one can breathe is to 
be found on the outside. It follows 
that a low temperature is absolutely 
no excuse for any person to crawl 
into his shell, hug the radiator and 
attempt to insulate himself from 
the fresh breezes. What one should 
do is to make use of the zestful win­ 
ter air by betting as much of it as 
possible into the body daily. Long 
walks and adequate ventilation in 
the homes are ways by which this 
can be best accomplished. 
“Hibernating is all right for bears 
and hothouses are ideal for tender 
plants, but neither of these condi­ 
tions. so frequently indulged in by 
many, are healthful for human be­ 
ing#. Therefore, keep the inside 
temperature to 68-72 degrees, flush 
the house dally with fresh air. use 
ventilators in the rooms most oc­ 
cupied, and have large size moisture 
pans constantly filled with water 
attached to the radiators. These 
simple rules, lf adopted, will go a 
long way in removing the menace 
of colds and worse, which too often 
get their start in over-heated and 
devitalized bodies. Keep the home 
fires burning but keep them and 
yourself under control.”
